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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AJPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

The examiner notes that the structure recited in claim 2 of the applicants' claims 
corresponds to 2-hydroxy-2-methyl-l- [4-(l-methylenethyl) phenyl homopolymer which has 
a Chemical Abstracts number 115055-18-0 and the commercial name KIP-150 (see the search 
history attached to Colton et al.) 
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2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Zopf et al. 
(6,208,790). 

See Column 7, lines 25-30, in which used KIP- 150 a materal conforming to the structure 
pictured in the applicants' claim 2. The composition recited in Table 1 is cured on the surface of 
optical fibers. 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sokol 
(2002/0110643 Al). 

Sokol teaches UV curable deck sealer comprising 2-hydroxy-2-methyl-l-[4-(l- 
methylenethyl) phenyl homopolymer, [0055]. ESACURE KTO 46 comprises the claimed 
photo-initiator and is used in the examples [0056]. 

4. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Colton et al. 
(2002/0132871 Al). 

Colton et al. teach transparent curable coating compositions comprising KIP 150 [0024], 
see claim 2.
